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Saale Tax Yield 


FFICIAL figures have just been announced by the 

Bureau of Public Roads, covering the 1926 gasoline tax 
yield. The returns from this impost in forty-four states 
give a grand total of $187,603,231 for the year. Only four 
states still hold out against the fuel tax. In the forty-four 
states that impose it, the tax rate runs from 1 cent to 5 
cents per gallon. The average rate is 2.38 cents. 

Of this imposing total, all but $9,313,363 was used in 
various phases of highway work. The Automotive Daily 
News protests most vigorously against the allocation of even 
this small fraction of the total to purposes other than auto- 
motive. The fuel tax is an impost levied definitely against a 
definite class. Every cent of the money so collected should 
be used to further the interests of the class paying the 
tax. This is simple equity.

Federal Highway Aid for 1927 
LLOTMENTS of Federal money for highway building 
in the various states during 1927 have just been 
announced. The total of Federal money allocated is $73,- 
125,000. With a similar amount of state money added, this 
will build between 6,000 and 8,000 miles of hard surfaced 
roads throughout the country. 

This compilation shows that Texas is the most active 
highway builder among the states. The Lone Star state is 
getting $4,000,000 of Federal money. Texas has a huge 
problem on its hands in covering its tremendous domain 
with roads, but no one can deny that it is tackling its job 
in a convincing manner. New York, Pennsylvania and 
(llinois will receive Federal aid in excess of $3,000,000 each. 
California, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Iowa and Kansas

Consumption of rubber in 1925 
amounted to 388,000 tons. With 
the increased number of automo- 
biles in use Wuring 1926 the con- 
sumption at an equal rate .with 
1925 would have been nearly 
426,000 tons, whereas the actual 
1926 consumption was only 366,- 
000 tons. 

Accordingly, the saying of 22,000 
tons of rubber resulted from the 
conservation measures employed by 
manufacturers and users of rubber 
eoods last year, the report shows. 

In addition to this, the stocks of 
automobile casings held by manu- 
facturers increased by 2,314,000, 
while inner tube stocks increased 
by 4,887,000, a further saving equal 
to 12,500 tons of rubber.
